N a recent interview Andrew Carnegie said: 


"Reciprocity is a fine word to speak, but when 


you come to arrange the details it is a most difficult 
policy. 
You can arrange reciprocity with one 


country, but that country favors you at the expense 
of all others. The best policy is to reduce protec- 
tive duties. 
Washington's policy was the best: 


"Friends of all, allies of none." 


Apart from the practicability of reciprocity 


which Mr. Carnegie evidently doubts, it is plain to 
be seen that he recognizes the necessity of changes 
ic the tariff law. When the greatest iron worker 
in the world says "the best policy is to reduce pro- 
tection duties," meaning of course iron and steel 
with the rest, the people will pay little regard to 
the bounty strikers who are absolutely opposed to 
any changes whatever. This makes them equally- 
opposed to reciprocity and revision, but so far as the 
former is concerned for a very different reason than 
that given by Mr. Carnegie. 
Their motive was 


manifested last winter when Senator Perkins, of 
California said that reciprocity treaties could no 
longer be negotiated under the Dingley law because 
the limitation was named in the statute itself, which 
speaks of a period of two years within which treat- 
ies may be made. This view was immediately 
adopted by the claquers, who declared that the 
point was well taken and that it should be pressed. 
Furthermore, they advised if the treaties were pass- 
ed they should be fought in the courts. 


Every reasonable person will admit that many 


of our manufacturers need no protection and when 
such a man as Mr Carnegie Acknowledges as much 
and goes the whole length of tariff revision, how 
the unreasonableness of these extremists must be- 
come apparent to the public mind ? They are of- 
fered a compromise but become arrogant and con- 
demn out of their arrogance and avarice what Mr. 
Carnegie condemns for very different reasons. 
His 


objection is that it is difficult to arrange and that it 
does not go far enough. They say that reciprocity 
is half way to free trade and that the Dingley bill 
must be considered unchangeable, the perfection of 
economic legislation and that to tamper with it 
would be sacrilege. Such a temper is not likely to 
help their cause. The people in their present mood 
are in no humor to give alms by the million to mil- 
lionaires, but they are in the humor to accept the 
testimony of a millionaire that he needs no alms.

E are no admirer of Tammany nor are we an
